Rocket noises - mainly ‘the ‘low 
frequency ones - are being sup- 
pressed efficiently with’ the novel 
muffler, which is being used in 
the Center’s unique sound sup 
pressor development program. 

An H-1 engine, which produces 
165,090 pounds thrust, is fired 
into the muffler to test the effec- 
tiveness of its design. 

Marshall Center engineers, ex- 
ploring the really-new field of 
rocket engine sound suppression, 
have found that they can squelch 
the noise generated’by miniatur 
scale engines by a factor of ten. 
They are now proving their find- 
ings with the large scale‘ version. 

Fritz Kramer, who is ditecting 
the program, said suppression. pf 
high-intensity sound as generated, 
by rocket enginéd is so new. ther 
are no specific requirements for 
suppressors. . 

“We only know if we can get 
a sound reduction of more than 
10 dectbels (a factor of 10) this 
would give sufficient sound re- 
duction to prevent annoyance to

Important suppressor design 
work began about six months ago 
While some exploratory work was 
done last year. 

“To suppress sound generated 
by rocket exhausts,” Kramer point- 
ed out, “you must reduce the velo- 
city of the jet as soon as it leaves 
the n&zzle.” 

The problem is aggravated be- 
cause the jet is not only traveling 
at a high velocity of several 
thousand feet per second - it is 
also composed of extremely hot 
gases on the order of 3,000 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. 

Kramer said the jet’s velocity 
is reduced by “mass addition,” 
that is, adding mass - in this case 
water - to the fast moving gases. 
Some sound is not generated by 
this slowing action, he said, and 
most of the low and extremely 
low frequency noise left is kept 
from escaping into the atmosphere 
by the three-foot thick suppressor 
walls. 

Kramer stated that low fre- 
quency noise doeg not attenuate 
quickly, ag dees other noise, and 
is an annoying by-product of sta- 
tie firings. When focused by 
weather conditions, low frequency 
sound can be heard and felt 
many miles from the test site. 

Kramer, explaining the sup- 
said the fast 
moving engine gases create a low 
pressure in the “muffler” cham- 
ber causing water standing in the 
oe jacket to be pulled into the 

et: -~ 

-~ Some 9,000 pounds (1,100 gal- 
Tons) of water a second are mix- 
ed with the jet. Kramer said this 
is about 14 pounds of water for 
every pound of propellant burned 
by the engine. The engine uses 
about 650 pounds of liquid oxygen 
and kerosene a second. 

' Kramer said the steam and 
gases rise to the top of the closed 
suppressor and go through a 
spray before escaping to the out- 
side air. The spray cools the 
steam causing it to condense in- 
to water again. 

The steam, having been con- 
verted to water, is fed back into 
the jacket. Kramer said there are 
approximately 150,000 gallons of 
water in the suppressor jacket 
and during a firing the flow rate 
is some 66,000 gallons a minute. 

Acoustic measurements are 
made during tests to check the 
effectiveness of the muffler. 
Twelve poles, placed in a half 
circle 320 feet from the stand, 
hold microphones at engine level. 
Single recording devices are ar- 
ranged at varying distances to re- 
cord sound attenuation. 

Kramer" said acoustic reference 
levels were established for the site 
and the engine by using a dry 
deflector. 

He said the suppressor work is 
directed toward the design of a 
silencer for the Saturn V booster,
